ST. PETERSBURG, via frontier Feb. 37—Russian troops being sent to 


the far East are encountering almost insurmountable 
difficulties. 
Troops 


are being sent in ordinary freight cars. Twenty-five n=en are in c-acb car, 
Trtlh but a small stove in the center to warm them. The barracks at Nisso- 
yaga are inadequate to contain the numrer of troops sent there, and beyond 
that traffic Is demoralized. Food is scarce inasmuch "as Mongolian cattle 
have been plagna stricken since summer. In Manchuria the Russians only 


• control the land within range of their rifles. 
The country has been com- 


pletely ravaged by^dninchuses or Chinese brigands, and but little -s lefi 
whereof to forage for food. The temperature is from ?,0 to 60 below zero.

fleet on February 14. 


TOKIO,.Feb."37—A report reached here today that a Japanese torpedo

LONDON, Feb. 17—The suspense regarding actual happenings in ihe far

Columbus, Feb. 17—Attorney Wade 


H. Ellis will hold that it is within the 
province of the legislature to elect a 
successor to Senator Hanna for the full 
term commencing Mar.ch 4, 1905, as 
well as for the short term, which ends 
on that date. Undoubtedly the legisla- 
ture will do so. 


In so holding the attorney general 


is aware that the state statutes are 
silent, and that the federal statutes 
are lame, and do not appear to have 
overccl explicitly the ^present emer- 
gency. 


The attorney general had considered 


the question before it was raised yes- 
terday by Colonel J. T. Holmes. The 
question raised was, Where is there 
egal authority to elect now a senator 
for a vacancy which does not exist, 
pmd will not exist until a year from 
March? 


According to the attorney general, 


:here is no explicic authority. The 
authority is, however, implied. 


It is the constitutional right of Ohio 


Co have always two senators. If the 
egislature dees not elect, there would 
not be two senators from. Ohio after 
March 4, 1005' for the governor could 
not appoint at the time the vacancy oc- 
nrred. 
That he could not appoint is said to 


have been settled by the precedents 
•set by the United States Senate in 
:lealing with contest cases. The right 
of the Senate to say who shall sit in 
it is supreme. It has been held in the 
Quay and other cases that the goverp- 
i has no right to appoint if the legis- 
lature has failed to elect. 


If the governor could not act, it fol- 


low* the legislature can, for somebody 
must, if Ohio is to be fully represented 
and that there should be no interrup- 
tion in the representation is indisput- 
able. This legislature will proceed to 
fill the long term, if it follows the at- 
torney general's opinion. 


There is, hew ever, Tample preceotn 


for the Ohio legislature filling a va- 
cancy which did not exist at the time. 
On January J. 18SO, Garfield was elect- 
ed United States senator for a fill' 
lerm commencing March 4, 1SS1. On 
.lime S,he was nominated for presi- 
dent. 


On January 19, 1881, Sherman was 


elected senator, for Garfield's term 
which did not commence until Marcc 
4. No vacancy existed at the time 
Sherman was elected, and did not ex 
ist until two months later. Thejegis- 
lature had before it ouJy 
Garfield'r 


declination to accept the senatorship 
ro which he had been elected. He had 
not taken the seat. 


This clear precedent was pointed out 


yesterday by forn?£r Secretary of State 
Daniel J. Ryan, who said it was con- 
clusive, as, of coarse, it is. 


The proposition that the governor 


should name the long lerm man next 
March, and then the legislature elect 
in January, l:)06. for the balance of 
that term, is urged by opponents of the 
Hanna organization, vrho think they 
will be able to control the next legis- 
jaturf. b'it who are fully aware they 
do not control this one.

One of tb? mont remarkable con- 


trasts probably in tho whole United 
States is that between the new regime 
in New Orleans as represented by the 
modern city and the old regime as rep- 
resented by the famous creole quarter, 
which is only just beginning to disap- 
pear before the necessities of modern 
progress. A solid block of the old quar- 
ter, made up chiefly of two story build- 
ings originally designed to contain a 
shop on the first floor and a home fou 
the shopkeeper's family on the floor 
above, is being torn down to make way 
for a new courthouse the city and state 
have united in building. 


The part of the creole town in proc- 


ess of demolition is rich in historic «s- 
sociation. One house was the head- 
quarters of General Jackson in 1815 
and has in later times been the resi- 
dence of a ivell known southern writer, 
Mrs. Mollie E. Moore Davis. 
In an- 


other Henry M. Stanley, the explorer, 
began his career in the employ of 
Henry H. Stauley, a cotton merchant, 
by whom he was adopted and named. 
And here also stood the lloyal hotel, 
a famous antebellum hostelry, which 
was one of the most magnificent pub- 
lic houses in the country half a cen- 
tury ago. Three memories in particu- 
lar still linger about this old site—its 
former fame as a slave market, the 
§20,000 supper Henry Clay gave there 
and its use as a statehouse for the re- 
construction government. 


The invasion of the old quarter is in 


itself an illustration of the uncon- 
querable force with which business 
progress is changing the character of 
the great gulf port of Louisiana. Just 
around the corner from the quaint 
Creole streets and alleys are towering 
modern office buildings, and clanging 
trolley cars have penetrated its medice- 
val quiet, for. the New Orleans rail- 
ways are suid to be'one of the most 
complete and satisfactory local trans- 
portation systems in the country.
